CIVIL  DEFENCE. 

Civilian  Deaths.  Buildings  have  been  selected  to  serve 
as  temporary  Mortuaries,  the  necessary  equipment  obtained, 
and  vehicles  have  been  earmarked. 

Food  Stuffs.  A  scheme  has  been  prepared  for  dealing 
with  gas  contaminated  Food  Stuffs.  Personnel  have  been 
obtained  and  have  been  trained  in  gas.  The  requisite  equip¬ 
ment  is  being  obtained. 

It  is  proposed  that  a  common  Decontamination  Centre 
shall  serve  the  three  contiguous  Authorities,  viz.:  Tadcaster 
1CD.,  Wetherby  R.D.,  and  Garforth  Urban  District. 

Water  Supply.  Advertisements  have  been  inserted  in 
the  Local  Press,  pointing  out  the  necessity  for  the  boiling  of 
all  water  and  milk  should  the  public  mains  be  damaged  by 
enemy  action;  and  leaflets  giving  the  same  advice  have  been 
sent  to  the  several  parishes.
